LISTENED TO “VOICE” 


Programs From U. S., Brit­

Thin la the story of the flight 
of a dimple Uhechoslovak den* 
Hat and hid family from their 
native Prague to the American 
H ecto r of Vienna in search of a 
more prosperous and freer life. 
Like several million other refu* 
gees who have fled Mince the 
w ar’s end from Soviet-occupied 
and 
Communist - controlled 
areas of Eastern Kurope, Mor­ 
ns Richter and his family dared 
arrest and death to cross the 
C'cechoslovak border into Aus­ 
tria. 
Now in a transient camp for 
refugees in the Austrian capi­ 
tal, Richter hopes to bring his 
family to the United States, 
Canada or Israel in search of 
the economic plenty and the 
spiritual 
freedom 
which
